"The Ogillallah Co 
A — Hunting" 



More than a century ago, young Parkman grad- 
uated from college. There was the desire to learn 
that which was not in the books. He wanted to 
see Frontier America. So he and his friends set 
out from Westport over the Oregon Trail. He had 
his adventures hunting, met many indians, and 
came into contact with trappers. He needed his 
youthful energy on this trip because his health 
wasn't very good. Suppose we let him tell about 
some of his experiences. 

"Being at leisure one day, I rode over to In- 
dependence. The town was crowded. A multitude 
of shops had sprung up to furnish the emigrants 
and the Santa Fe traders with the necessaries for 
their journeys. There was an incessant hammering 
and banking from a dozen blacksmiths' sheds 
where the heavy wagons were being repaired 
and the horses and oxen shod. 

The streets were thronged with men, horses, 
snd mules. While I was in the town, a train of 
emigrant wagons from Illinois passed through 
to join the camp on the prairie. Soon we were 
on our way. Our guide was Henry Chatillon. He 
was also a hunter and you admired his fine ath- 
letic figure, mounted on a hardy gray Wyandot 
pony. He wore a white blanket-coat, a broad hat 
of felt, moccasins, and trousers of deer-skin, or- 
namented along the seams with rows of long 
fringes. His knife was stuck in his belt. His bullet 
pouch and powder horn hung at his side. His 
rifle lay before him, resting against the high 
pommel of his saddle. 

Altogether there were four men with eight 
animals. Our muleteer was a Canadian, Deslaur- 
iers. The prairies had been his school. He could 
neither read nor write. His age was about thirty, 
he was six feet high, and very powerfully and 
gracefully moulded. Our first meeting with indians 
was with the Delawares. 

We were within a few miles of Fort Leaven- 
worth when we came into contact with a party 
if Delawares. They had just returned from a hunt- 



ing expedition. Both men and women were mount- 
ed on horseback. They drove along with them a 
considerable number of pack mules laden with 
furs. At the rear was an old man. 

"Who's your chief?" he immediately inquired. 

Henry Chatillon pointed to us. The old Dela- 
ware fixed his eyes intently upon us for a moment 
and then remarked. 

"No good! Too young!" with this flattering 
comment he left us and rode after his people. 

Later we were guests in an Ogillallah Village. 
My host was Korigra-Tonga or Big Crow. A score 
or more of Indians were seated around in a circle. 
Their dark forms were just visible by the dull 
light of the smouldering fire in the middle. The 
pipe glowed' brightly in the gloom as it passed 
from hand to hand. Then a squaw would drop a 
piece of buffalo fat on the dull embers. Instantly 
a bright flame would leap up. It gilded the features 
of the indians as with animated gestures they told 
stories. There were stories of war and hunting. 
Then the light would die out. 

' I wanted to go buffalo hunting. So I spoke to 
thechief and his braves. 

"I have heard of the Ogillallah. How great and 
brave a nation they were! How they loved the 
whites! How well they could hunt the buffalo 
and strike their enemies. I resolved to come and 
see if all that I heard was true." 

As a result, the indians agreed to take my party 
on a buffalo hunt. So they broke up their village 
and we all made the trip to the hunting grounds. 
, We arrived there safely and the lodges were set 
up. In my host's lodge; a wooden bowl was set 
before me. It was filled with the nutritious prep- 
aration of dried meat called pemmican by the 
northern voyagers and wasna by the Dahcotah. 
When I finished I left the lodge. Just in time to 
see the last hand of hunters disappear over the 



ridge of the neighboring hill. I mounted my horse 
and galloped in pursuit. 

Meanwhile scouts kept in advance of the party. 
We began to see them on the ridges of the hills. 
They were waving their robes in token that the 
buffalo were visible. However, these animals prov- 
ed to be nothing more than old straggling bulls. 
They were feeding upon the neighboring plains. 
They would stare at us and then gallop clumsily 
off. Meanwhile other buffalo had been sighted. 

The indians, about a hundred in number, kept 
riding in a dense body at some distance in advance. 
A cloud of dust was flying in the wind behind 
them. I could not overtake them until they had 
stopped on the side of the hill where the scouts 
were standing. Here each hunter sprang in haste 
from the tired animal he had ridden and leaped 
upon the fresh horse he had brought with him. 

There was not a saddle or a bridle in the whole 

Earty. A piece of buffalo robe, over the horse's 
ack served as a saddle. And a. cord of twisted 
hair, lashed around the horse's lower jaw, answered 
for the bridle. Eagle feathers dangled from every 
mane and tail, as marks of courage and sp?ed. As 
for the rider, he wore no other ., clothing than a 
light cincture at his waist and a pair of moccasins. 
He had a heavy whip, with a handle of*' solid elk 
horn and a lash of knotted bull hide .fastened to 
his wrist by a band. 

His bow was in his hand and his quiver of otter 
or panther skin hung at his shoulder. Thus equip- 
ped, some thirty of the hunters galloped away to 
the left, in order to make a circuit under the cover 
of the hill. They did this so that the buffalo might 
be assailed on both sides at once. The rest im- 
patiently waited until time enough had elapsed 
for their companions to reach the required posi- 
tion. Then riding upward in a body, we gained the 
ridge of the hill and for the first time came in 
sight of the buffalo on the plain beyond. 

They were a band of cows, four or five hundred 
in number, crowded together near the bank of a 
wide stream that was soaking across the sand beds 
of the valley. The buffalo, aware of the approach 
of the indians, had begun to move slowly. Then 
the entire band of Indians started for them. Arrow 
after arrow was realeased from the bows. It was a 
very successful hunt. I was very tired and returned 
to camp. 

There I entered the lodge of my host. Food and 
water were given to me. A buffalo robe was spread 
for me --to He upon. I fell asleep. Then 1 awoke 
-when the hunters returned. That night there was a 



great feast. Mene-Seela was an indiaa of eighty 
winters. Yet he had participated in die hunt. 

At the indian camp I listened to an old squaw 

scold a dog. 

"You ought to be ashamed of yourself," said 
the old woman. "1 have fed you well and taken 
care of you ever since you were small and blind 
and could only crawl about and squeal a little 
instead of howling as you do now. When you 
grew old, I said you were a good dog. You were 
strong and gentle when the load was put on your 
back. You never ran among the feet of the horses 
when we were all travelling over the prairie. But 
you had a bad heart! 

Whenever a rabbit jumped out of the bushes, 
you were always the first to run after him and 
lead away all the other dogs behind you. You 
ought to have known that it was very dangerous 
to act so. When you had got far out on the prairie, 
and no one was near to help you, perhaps a wolf 
would jump out of the ravine. Then what could 
you do? You would certainty have been killed 
for no dog can fight well with a load on his back. 
Only three days ago you ran off in that way, and 
turned over the bag of wooden pins with which 
I used to fasten up the front of the lodge. Look 
up there, and you will see that it is all flapping 
open. And now tonight you have stolen a great 
piece of fat meat which was roasting before the 
fire for my children." 

I do not know how the dog felt about this scold- 
ing. I was sorry for the animal. I returned to my 
lodge and went to sleep. Later I returned to Fort 
Laramie. There I met two trappers, Saraphin and 
Rouleau. The life of a trapper was one of contrast. 
It was only at certain seasons and for limited time, 
that he was absent on his expeditions. For the rest 
of the year, he would lounge about the fort. He 
would enjoy all the pleasure of inactivity. But once 
he was out for beaver, all would be different. 
Hand and foot, eye and ear, must be always alert. 
Frequently he must eat his evening meal uncooked. 
The danger was that the light of a fire might 
attract the eyes of some wandering indian." 

Young Parkman returned East. The days he 
spent on the Frontier of Young America were 
among the happiest in his life. But in his heart 
he always kept the thought of those days on the 
plains. In fact, some twenty years later, he paid a 
visit to his old guide, Henry Chatillon. Soon the 
buffalo herds would be only a memory. And the 
ironhorse was taking the place of the trusted 
horse, mule, or ox.
